ROS A E; PHILLIPS. 

Rosa E. Phillips, wife of Rev. O. A. Phillips, died in the 
parsonage at Henry, at 8:30 a. m., Tuesday, Sept. 29, 1890. 

"Her sickness had lasted about two years, the last six 
months of which she was confined to' the bed a great suffer- 
er from internal cancer. During all this time her faith in God 
was firm and her assurance bright. Her end was peace. 

/Rosa E. Knisley was born near New Philadelphia, Ohio, 
February 18, 1839. She removed with her parents to Oshkosh, 
Wisconsin, in 1852. Here she was married to Rev. O. A. 
Phillips, then a local preacher, March 3, 1863, and in October, 
1864, they joined the great army of itinerants, from whijh she 
has just taken an honoj^able discharge. 

For' twenty-six years the wife of a traveling preacher, and 
her husband’s testimony is that during all that time never a 
tangle or embarrassment of any • sort could be attributed to 
word or deed of hers. ' 'High praise for one in the delicate po- 
sition of a preacher’s wife. 

Ten years ago they removed from Minnesota to Dakota, 
settling near Ordway, in Brown county. Here while her hus- 
band was pioneering the work of God over that and adjoining 
counties, she with steady hand and loving heart, with the help 
of one of the best of sons then in his teens, kept all snug and 
safe and moving at home. Five years, rising early, retiring 
late, in the glare of summer and the bowlings of winter, she 
did her full part and more in building a home and opening a 
large farm. Naturally of a cheerful and hopeful spirit, the 
hardships of those early years sometimes depressed her, espec- 
ially as she thought of her children with their scant church and 
school privileges, and their hard work and often small return. 

At last the time came when she could leave the farm and 
with her little girls could take her place by her husband’s side 
on the Ashton charge. Here for two years she enjoyed the 
luxury of a measure of rest with greater privilege of Christian 
fellowship and activity. One year ago in feebleness and pain 
she went to Henry to die. Considerate for husband and chil- 
dren to the last, planning for them when she should be gone, 
sending messages of love and encouragement to absent chil- 
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dren and friends, so passed the weary days and nights of pain 
that are now ended forever. 

“The'truest of wives and the faithfulest of mothers,” is the 
testimony of him by whose side she walked more than a. quar- 
ter of a century. 

Blessed be God for his precious grace through which she 
was enabled to live such a life of fidelity and die such a death 
of triumph. Her remains rest in the cemetery near the home 
of her girlhood and that of her aged parents at Oshkosh, Wis- 
consin. 

Two sons and two daughters were the fruit of her mar- 
riage and they all live to mourn for the mother who has left 
them.

Report of Woman's Foreign Missionary Society Committee. (C.) 

Becognizing that the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, has been, and is a potent factor in Foreign 
Missionary work, in advancing the Christian church, and also in elevating, 
educating, and christianizing heathen women, therefore we resolve: 

1, That we, as a conference, recommend that auxiliaries and mission 
bands be organized wherever possible. 

2, That where no auxiliary exists, the preacher in charge correspond 
with ]Mrs. I. M. Hartsough, the conference secretary. 

3, That we recommend the organ of the society, “The Heathen Wom- 
an’s Friend” to all our people; also the “Heathen Children’ Friend.”

The progress of the Epworth League movement during the sixteen 
months since its inception has been of so marked a character that a failure 
on the part of any conference, to recognize and emphasize its value, effi- 
ciency and power, would be unjustifiable. It was, undoubtedly, a Provi- 
dential movement, which may, under God, accomplish great things for our 
church and the cause of Christ, and ought to be utilized by every pastor 
and in every charge. We therefore, as a conference, declare: 

1. That we will on all our charges, and at our district meetings, as

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2. That we will urge and Jiid in the work of organizatioD, effecting, as 
rapidly as possible, on every charge within the bounds of our conference, 
the organization of a League where there is no young people’s society, and 
the enrollment of every other young people’s society on our charges un- 
der a charter as a chapter of the Ep worth League. 

3. That we will use every reasonable effort to introduce the Epworth 
Herald, the organ of the Epworth League, declaring our belief that it is 
not only worthy of our support and praise, but also that it is a powerful le- 
ver by which our young people may be lifted and brought into intelligent 
and hearty sympathy with our church. 

4. That we recognize the power of the Epworth League movement, es- 
pecially as a spiritual agency, and will make this prominent in all the work 
of our Leagues, believing this to be the cause for which it was raised up. 

We recommend that each league be provided with a copy of Dr. Price’s 
excellent book, ‘‘Epworth League Workers.” 

We suggest that the committee on programme for the ensuing session 
of our annual Conference provide for an Epworth League anniversary on 
the Sunday evening of the Conference session, unless some other equally 
good arrangements shall be made.

S(tbbath Observance. (L.) 

Committee on Sabbath Observance beg leave to make the following 
report: 

That we recognize in the Christian Sabbath an enduring memorial of 
the fact that our times are in the hands of God. The command enjoining 
the observance of the Sabbath was evidently designed, in the midst of the 
manifold and exhaustive labors of life, to counteract the tendency, every- 
where prevalent, toward mental and physical decay, and at the same time to 
arouse into helpful development the spiritual nature of mankind. 

It is the one observance that is incapable of essential modification under 
all dispensations. The law of the Sabbath belongs to the life of the race. 

We declare, therefore, as our conviction that all people, and the laws 
and habits of all people, in order to the promotion of the highest type of so- 
cial and national life, must bow to its authority and conform to its require- 
ments. 

We as Christian ministers can never consistently assume any other at- 
titude toward the widespread and alarming neglect of Sabbath observance 
than that of uncompromising hostility. 
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We will therefore avoid so far as is possible all Sunday travel that 
I must involve secular labor on the part of others. 

ij We will enjoin upon our people by precept and example that they re- 

frain fn>m all devotion to the pursuit of pleasure, and to the labors of bus- 
iness on the Lord’s day. 

We will preach faithfully on the subject of the Sabbath, enforcing its 
I authority, and explaining its requirements. 

f We deprecate the fact of the transmission and distribution of the mails 

I on the Sabbath, requiring the running of Sunday trains on our great rail- 

' road lines, as the one agency more than any other that drags in the care and 

I drudgery of commercial greed and the dissipating literature of the Sunday 

I paper to disturb the solemnities of the day of rest.

And further, let 
it be borne in mind, that wars do not settle causes of dispute between na- 
tions on principles of right and justice, biit upon the barbaric principle of 
the triumph of the strongest.
